NEW YORK, March 23.-—San- 
guinary troubles between Christians 
and Moslems tn Syria are expected 
as a result of thp boycott declared 
against France and England by 
Emir Feisal, newly-elected King of 
Syria, accérding to a cable dispatch 
from Paris to the Svrian-Lebanese 
League, signed by three influential 
leaders in the Syrian movement and 
made public today.

“Committee of greater Lebanon 
telegraphs that by act of violence 
Feisel convened the self-appointed 
Assembly which provlaimed him 
King of Syria.

Mr. Weis went to a small closet 
where he had been in the habit of 
keeping quinine and, reaching for a 
bottle, he quickly poured some of 
the white powder into two capsules 
and then, taking the lemonade from 
Mra. Weis, swalloved the dose and 
retired, It developed that he got the 
bottle containing strychnine. 

Early in the morning hours Mre. 
Weis heard groans coming from her 
husband and quickly reaching his 
side, found him in agony. Dr. N. J. 
Rice was summoned. but before his 
arrival death had claimed Mr: Weis.

TUFFING THE GERMANS. 

A mass of misinformation concerning 
the relations between the United States 
and Central America is being supplied to 
German papers. A certain Capt. Yon Knorr 
tells of a trip he made during which the 
vessel “touched in quick succession” at 
ports in Venezuela, Colombia, Costa Rica 
and Panama. The touching wasn't too 
quick, however, for the captain to pick up 
e0rmee remarkable impressions. He reports 
that outside the wealthier classes there is 
hostility toward the Americans and admi- 


| ration for the Germans. He noted a “friend- 


ly politica] atmosphere” which he styles a 
practical asset for recovering German trade 
and declares there is an eager demand for 
German goods. Whether true or not. this 
is harmless comment; but Capt. Von Knorr 
is not content to end there. He goes on to 
say that a chronic state of revolution pre- 
vails in several of the countries and that 
American capitalist interests are behind 
the unrest. He gives no authority to back 
up his ridiculous charge, but goes on to 
Say that the fact that the revolutions “are 
permitted to continue” indicates that “the 
government at Washington does not con- 
sider these little republics as fruit ripe 
enough to pick.” The Germans doubtless 
are ready to think the worst of Americans, 
but they will hardly let themselves be mie- 
led by such stuff as this. They must know 
that the United States has no designs 
against any of the Central American repub- 
lics. The only fruit it wants from them is 
the natural product of the countries, for 
which it is willing to compete with any 
nation. Correspondents of German news- 
papers should awaken to the fact that mis- 
representations won't get them anywhere.

E-CENT FARES AND CROWDED 
STREET CARS, 

Los Angeles is one of the few favored 
Cities in the United States where the pes 
ple stil] ride for a five-cent fare without 
having to make up the street railway def- 
icit im taxes. The city and State save 
more than $1,500,000 jointly a year be- 
cause the street cars in this city are oper- 
ated by a private corporation. It is not 
very good business for the railways, but 
those who ride in. public conveyances for 
reasons of economy do so for the same 
fare tHat prevailed before the high cost of 
living hit them. That this class comprises 
the great majority is proven by records of 
the State Railway Commission, which show 
that, despite the 90,000 automobiles fin Los 
Angeles, the street cars carry six times as 
many passengers dally and nightly as the 
autos. 

Southern California ia the land of out-of- 
doors. A greater percentage of its popula- 
tién rides every day in public or private 
conveyances than of any other city in the 
country. There are few rainy days when 
the people who are not compelled for busi- 
hess or social reasons to go outside remain 
at home. Here the automobiles are not 
laid up in the garage for the winter; and 
here riding in street cars is agreeable, 
economical and healthful the year around. 
Although there are 82,000 registered auto- 
mobiles in the city, and probably 10.000 un- 
registered, it is on the street cars that 
more than 80 per cent. of the population 
depends for transportation. 

On some of the lines in the city a pas- 
senger can ride seventeen miles for a five- 
cent fare. The increase in population bas 


ber of automobiles, the street cars carried 
15 per cent. more passengers last year than 
the year before. The autos have proved a 
great boon for the strap-hanger. If they 
Were not here to carry a part of the traffic 
the street cars would be swamped during 
the rush hours by the inundation of people 
from shops and offices. It is claimed that 
there is not another city in the country 
without subways where the traffic is so 
little congested. We complain about crowd- 
ed cars and about their slow movement 
in Main, Spring and Broadway: and we 
have to go away from home to discover 
how good a street car service we really 
have. 

Portland is now paying eight-cent fares 
for a service that compares unfavorably 
with that in Los Angeles; and in nearly 
every large city In the East the fares range 
from six to ten cents. It would be inter- 
esting to summon the spirit of Tom John- 
s0n on the ouija board and ask him what 
he thinks about the city of Cleveland, 
where he fought and bied for three-cent 
fares, now fixing by ordinance a seven-cent 
fare. 

Does the car-riding public of Los Angeles 
appreciate its car service? Judging by che 
way the cars are filled at all hours of the 
day and evening, it certainly does. The 
pace has been to® swift for the jitney 
busses, and they have disappeared from the 
territory in which they are permitted to 
operate. High wages and the price of gas- 
oline have put them out of the runnine. 
The former fitney drivers are employed in 
some form of industry where they are re- 
ceiving from $5 to $10 a day and riding in 
the street cars. 7 


) There are a number of cities _ the 
Streetcar conipanies have been hit 
by the competition of the automobile. Put 


| those are places where the population hanes 
for decades at about the same figure. The 
Los Angeles Railway Company is not com- 
plaining of lack of passengers. In fact, the 
management asserts that it would come 
nearer breaking even at the end of a year 
if there were less people to ride during the 
rush hours. A passenger gets on a car at 
First street and roafs because it takes that 
car fifteen minutes to get to Seventh and 
Broadway. Naturally he blames the com- 
pany and thinks the company might move 
the cars faster during the rush hours if it 


figure how much the company loses by 
that car blockade’? The pay of the em- 
Ployees ig going along like a taximeter, 
and the car, for the time being, is doing no 
business. The statisticians of the company 
figure in their report to the State Railroad 
Commission that it could save $200,000 a 
year by getting rid of the blockades at the 
Tush hours. But there are more people 
than fhere is street space over which to 
carry them. It is an uneatisfactory condi- 
tion all around, BUT SUBWAYS WILL 
BRING THE ONLY POSSIBLE REMEDY: 
and street railroading on five-cent fares Is 
s0 unprofitable that capital shies away 
from such an investment as it would from 
the bonds of the Russian soviet govern- 
ment. P 

While we are on the subject of street 
railways it might be interesting to consider 
the difference to the public between public 
and private ownership of street car lines. 
Some of the best-paying street railway lines 
in San Francisco are owned and operated 
by the municipality. The five-cent fare is 
stil] maintained. But the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company pays an average of $2000 a 
day for paving the center of the street 
along which its cars run and keeping the 
pavement in order. The city pays for pav- 
ing between and about the tracks over 
which the municipa! cars of San Francisco 
run. 

The Los Angeles Railway Company pays 
5% per cent. of its gross earnings to the 
State in taxes; the municipal railways of 
San Francisco pay no tax, either to the 
city or the State. That tax amounts to 
about $1000 a day to the local street ruil- 
way company. Those two items alone 
amount to more than $1,000,000 a year. 
Then there are certain lines in the city 
for which the street railway company is 
bound by its franchise to pay 2 per cent. 
of ite gross earnings to the city: and there 
is a franchise tax which the private com- 
pany pays and | municipally-owned line 
escapes. 

The fare to the public on the municipal 
lines of San Francisco is the same as that 
on the privately-owned lines in Los Ange- 
les. Where does that $1,500,000 go which 
the Los Angeles Railway Company pays in 
taxes and for street improvements’? It i« 
simply swallowed up in operation in San 
Francisco; and the people there pay at 
least $1000 a day for Street improvements 
that here are made by the street railway 
company. The State loses a tax revenue 
of more than $200,000 a vear, because mu- 
nicipal lines pay no State taxes. Who 
makes up that $200,0007

Upton Sinclair, author of “The 
Jungle” and contributor to the “Ap- 
peal to Reason,” was the bright par- 
ticular star witness for the defense 
yesterday in Judge Houser’s court, 
where Sydney R. Fiowers, editor of 
the “Dugout,” is on trial on & 
charge of criminal syndicalism. 
Mr. Sinclair testified that Flowers 
had called on him at his home and 
asked for financial aid for the “Dug- 
out.” Mr. Sinclair agreed to contrib- 
ute and also to interest some of his 
friends in the magazine. 

The One Big Union, a on 
organization commonly kno as 
B. U..” figured largely ip the 
cross-examination of Mr. Sinclair by 
Deputy District Attorney Stafford. 
The defense contends that Flowers 
never advocated force in the move- 
ment to everthrow the government 
in the interest of workerg and re- 
turned soldiers. The aim of Mr. 
Stafford was to show that the plan 
to overthrow the government was a 
soviet movement and that the O.B.U. 
which figured in the recent strikes at 
Winnipeg, instead of being hostile 
to the 1.W.W. was very friendly to 
.W.W. methods, as witnessed in the 
Winnipeg strikes. 

Mr. Stafford asked Mr. Sindlair: 
“Ien’t it a fact that agitators of 
the O.B.U. are now in this city and 
in this country?”
